The 
trip was very pleasant, nitd the scenery was 
as varied as the people one meets in travel 
good, bad and indifferent. We traveled 
as tourists and found a very pleasant class 
of-people to travel" witli. Much, of ihe 
country between* Chicago and .Phoenix is 
fine, but through New Mexico and northorn 
Arizona much oft be laud is poor and the 
people seem as poor as the country. The 
mountain scenery is something grand and 
must be seen to be appreciated, Arizona 
on. the maps looks small; but we get- some 
idea .of its size by comparison. Maricopa 
county of which Phoenix is the county seat 
as well os.capitol of the territory, while not-

lawn oc garden, , ' -. v : . '.'■'. 

. The city of Phoenix has a population of 
about seventeen thousand, and_'is. a lively 
b'uiiness^tqwn. : -The- county- bui|dirjga and 
city hall each occupy a block and thecapi- 
tol is on a ten acre lot all'made as beauti- 
ful as the hand and art of man can make 
them. The residence streets are nil well 
shaded which adds much to their beauty 
as well as to our com fort. The city has fine 
schools aud churches, and like the east, all 
kinds. of-Tmaiueas is .well represented.

U. S. BtpaTlnient of Agriculture, Cli- 
mate and Crop Dalletlu of I lie 
Weather Bureau, 

SpursafrELD, III;, May 0, 1902. 
■ Both temperatureand rainfall conditions 
bave been, very favorable for the growth of 
vegetation during the past week. The 
weather' bos generally been abnormally 
warm and good rains hdve^ fallen at. var- 
ious times. The rainB', however, generally 
occurred in the. form, of showers and, al- 
though ample over most of the Btate for the 
present needs of vegetation, in a few local- 
ities these showers have been- very light, 
and rain is still badly needed. Ash result 
of ;the favorable conditions vegetation has 
made rapid growth during the week, and 
tba agricultural situation: is much .more 
favorable than at tbe end of the previous 
week. Even in those, localities where' the 
runs have l>een slight some improvement 
in the condition of crops has been noted. 
Good rains have been most general in tbe 
central district and least general .in the 
southern district, As a rule the week has 
been favorable for farm work, though ih 
many localities it has been hindefed.by the 
heavy rains, which have left the soil'- lob 
wet to be worked. In many localities chinch 
butrs are reported to be becoming numer- 
ous. The condition's hove been very' fav- 
orable for wheat, and there has been n de- 
cided Improvement in the crop during the 
week. In some localities, especially in the 
southern district, the prospects ore still not 
very favorable, yet in these localities there 
has. been eonsiderable improvement. Rye 
is doing finely nnd in many localities it. is 
beginning to bead. In a few localities oats 
are a thin stand, but generally the crop has 
improved greatly during the week and. is 
now in a fery promising condition. The 
preparation of corn ground has progressed 
fairly well, and a great deal of corn has 
been planted. In many places early corn 
is now up' and looking well. Planting has 
been interrupted somewhat by. rain. 
Though a few correspondents state that 
meadows are a thin stand or are slow in 
starting growth, as a rule both meadowB 
and pastures have been growing nicely dur- 
ing the. week and their presentcondition is 
a decided improvement over that of last 
week. . Stock has generally been turned on 
pastures;; In- a "few localities "'alfalfa .has 
beeh-sown and is coming up to agood stand 
The peach prospect, except in a few locali- 
ties in the southern part of .the state, are 
poor. ; In many localities small fruits, es- 
pecially.. blackberries,, ore not- promising? 
The; "prospect for other fruits is generally 
good, though in few localities it is believed 
apples, will not be a full. drop. Early pota- 
toes are generally' up, and both potatoes 
and eardens ore crowing njcely. 

Death of Allen Rogers. 

As announced in last weeks News the 
sudden death of Allen Rogers occurred at 
his residence in this city, Thursday, ofay 1, 
1902, aged 82 years. Allen Rogers was 
born in Volney, Oaondoga county, N. J., 
June 28, 1820, and was tbe ojdestof a fam- 
ily of fifteen children. In 1841 he married 
Julia Bradley and together they came west 
in 1849 and lived at Walker's Prairie, Wia.„ 
for three years. ■ He came to Antioch in 
1852 and has resided here every since. 
Mrs. Rogers died, 15 years ago. He. was 
the father of six children, only, two of whom 
ore now living, Ida Rogers of tbis place 
and J." B. Rogers of Moline, Kansas, and 
five grand children. He has only one

Long and Honorable Career In His 
.Profession Which Had Its Uulinl- 
■ nation in Victory at fcontlngb 

Death which came at five o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon, .ended the suaeriuKof Rear 
Admiral William Thorn as Sampson, United 
States riavyi" who commanded the Ameri- 
can fleet in the war wtth. Spain.' Admiral 
Sampson died at his residence at the cor- 
ner of New Hampshire avenue and Corcoran 
street, Washington, where he and his fam- 
ily have lived every since his detachment 
in October, 1901, from duty as command- 
ant of the Boston-Navy yard. The imme- 
diate cause of his death was a cerebral hem- 
orrhage' at U o'clock,- Paralysis, of the 
brain was simultaneous with the final at- 
tack,:' and the stricken officer remained 
totally unconscious until the end, six hours 
later."" 

-.Admiral William Thomas Sampson wus 
born in Palmyra^ N.Y., in the winter of 
1840.. ■ His father was a laborer of old Irish 
•Presbyterian Block, and young Sampson 
veritably began life at the foot of the lad- 
der. To his mother Sampson may ascribe 
the fact that he received an education. 
His father, was not partial to learning, but 
his mother was ambitious to educate those 
of her large family who showed taste in 

that direction. 'William was exceedingly^ SIGNIFICANCE OF NUMBER SEVEN 
fond of books, and when not assisting his 



was found absorbing the contents of some 
standard history. He cared -nothing for 
fiction, and still le*s for boyish sports, when 
a book was the alternative. 

The first outside ray of, sunshine which 
came into young Sampson's life was in 1357 
The appointment to cadetship at Annapo- 
lis haying been refused by ^two boys of 
Palmyra,- the citizens of the town and. the 
teachers in the schools united in recom- 
mending Sampson fo.r ■ the] place. His 
strong uianly features and tbe evidence of 
great reserve power which he betrayed bo 
impressed the Congressman who was look- 
ing for a 'candidate that he immediately 
selected him. Sampwn wob 'overjoyed, 
and his mother realized his opportunity. 
His father was opposed to the plan how- 
ever as, William had reochsd the age when 
he was of great asriBtence to him. It was 
then that Mrs. Sampson exclaimed: "I 
want one eon who won't, carry a . sawbuck 
oa his shoulder all hLs|life." 

Sampson passed the entrance examina- 
tions with credit and In the fall of 1857 be- 
gan his career in the naval ^academy. His 
intense zeal as a'studeat was rewarded at 
the end of his course, In 1860,-bv his des- 
ignation as a "four-striper, " which in naval 
accademy terminology ment a leader of his 
classes.; When be left the academy he had 
just passed his twenty-first birthday. He 
was first in his class and adjutant of the 
cadet battalion in hta senior year. The 
quality of mind which gave bin success in 
every thing he undertook seems to have 
been untiring industry and patience rather 
than exceptional brilliancy.

FOOD VALUE OF THE .MUSHROOM 



ABoUat rallRof of Alluding. Co It »• 
' "V.j •table llMfiloalt," 

Tlme was when It was believed that 
the mushroom presented the composi- 
tion of animal-flesh, which. led to it 
being called "animal beefsteak." 

This conclusion, - London Lancet 
says, was based on an analysis made 
many years ago, when analytical 
methods wore, crude, and when the 
chemistry of food was not Well under- 
stood, The most" important difference 
between the mushroom and the steak 
Is due to the. rich proportion of pro- 
telds— the so-called flesh-formers— In 
meat, as' compared' with the' feeble 
amount In' the mushroom. 

This fact, aa ascertained by recent 
analysis; hardly justifies the mushroom 
being* regarded as a /'vegetable beef- 
steak." It may be a blow to tue vege- 
tarian, but he would have to consume 
at' least/ten" pounds of mushrooms.

ELECTRICITY AS FIRE HAZARD. 

Current* TJnjustly Blnmed : for Many 
Recent Con finer at Ions. 

Whenever a-u.ro la started which re- 
sults in n financial loss Its origin la 
usually attributed to defective light or 
power wires, providing; of course eico-' 
trlcitl conductors were to bo found In 
the vicinity. Tho conflagration which 
Started on Fcb.-O.ln Pntcraan, N. JT., 
and which destroyed somo ,$3,000,000 
worth of property, was no exception to 
tho rule referred -to nbovc, says Elec- 
tricity.

After "a 
more enreful Investigation is was de- 
cided that electricity, was nflt responsi- 
ble for the damage. David Young, 
President of tho trolley .company, 
made the statement that there was no 
electric wiring nt tho end Tif tho car 
sheds where tho lire was snid to have 
been first seen. 

As wo .have more thnn once stated In 
these columns, whenever n Ure Btnrls 
and consumes everything peoplo arc 
too prone to lay the bin me on defective 
wiring. Tho board of fire underwriters 
examine into the matter nnd If nothing 
definite can be nscertnlned say: "Put 
It .down to defective wiring." Thus 
tho reports Issued by thnt body show 
apparently an immcnao amount of dam- 
ago done by electricity and Insurnnco 
rates consequently rise, Wc will ven- 
ture to say thnt the electric current has 
la tlie pnst been unjustly blamed for 
many conflagrations when some other 
cause should have been sought for.

Humphrey's Eleven tit Pennsylvania 
regiment wore light Infantry caps, blue 
coatB with scarlet en pea nnd cuffs, 
white waistcoats and buckskin. breech- 
es.

THE BEEF TRUST 
D0E8 IT EXIST? 

' Now that the excitement- over>local poli- 
tical matters has 'somewhat'- subsided— for 
on interest is yet kept up.by, the rumor of 
an independent candidate for tho state as- 
sembly : ^caininK out from .this district. 
Attention too. is being diverted by the 
threat of our mayor to discharge the entire 
police force because of a case of ; poker be- 
ing disclosed by a squeeler; 

Holy Jlosea!. If. this man cant have an 
occasion for a grand' stand play once in a 
while his whiskers wouldnt grow. It is 
said he goes oh duty as a plain clothes mnn 
.that ho will find a game is another thing, 
and if he does he may meet with a surprise 
party; * 

: ln the* meantime the whole country is 
wratby over the rise in prices of beef to the 
consumer. It has becoreo so general that 
the government has taken up the subject 
and a thorough investigation instituted 
with legal proceeding to follow if the re- 
sults, warrant. From recent reports the 
effort is being vigorously prosecuted. 

It is something significant, . this nction 
on the part of the government, but it is 
partially explained by a congressman that 
if something is not done the people in their 
wrath may jeopordiw? the. safety of the 
party at the next election. At headquarters 
it is recognized that the people are greatly 
exercised in their minds ovw "trusts" in 
general, and now more particularly when 
their stomachs nre affected by the high 
prices of meat to exasperation through the 
medium of the brain. From all that can 
be learned thus far, it appears that the 
great demand owing to the ability of the 
masses to purchase, and the known scarcity 
of fat cattle is at least one. great cause for 
the unpreceilent rise in the price of meat. 
On a line either side from Texas to Mon- 
tana is the great beef producing section of 
our great country. A favorable winter, no 
losses by storms or feeding grounds being 
covered with snow, no epidemic or other 
causes to diminish production on the ranges 
yet cattle from this section are not in a con- 
dition to put on the market for immediate 
use. There is another good cause for the 
scarcity of marketable beef, or pork at this 
time and that is the high price of feed in* 
the states bordering on or adjacent to the 
Mississippi vnlcy where only small herds are 
owned, und this condition affects the east- 
ern states as welt. When it became a set- 
tled fact that the drouth, of last summer 
had caused a shortened crop less than one 
half, the small herders or farmers pre- 
pared for it, for they could not afford to 
fatten their stock with corn, or feed gener- 
ally, at prevailing high prices and they sold 
off their cattle and hogs, therefore they 
have none on hand fat enough to market. 
But for all that at no time lias anyone been 
denied a pound of the choicest cuts, and 
they are as good as ever, if he. has the price 
of it. Tne reader can draw his own con- 
clusions. *T ' 

OLD-TIME STATESMAN FORGOTTEN 

Tat Oliver Eiliworlh Hindered Valuable 
Service* to the Nation. 

Why Is H that Oliver Ella worth has 
received bo little attention from biog- 
raphers and historians? aakB "Frank 
Gay lord -Cook In the April Atlantic. 
He was not born In Massachusetts or 
Virginia. In Connecticut, like Penn- 
sylvania, the historic field has been 
m eagerly tilled. Moreover, ; the dra- 
matic and opportune quality of 'his 
work has been perceived only through 
the perspective of subsequent years. 
To negotiate an unpopular convention 
for a party Just retiring rrom office In 
defeat and Ignominy la not conducive 
to Immediate fame. Nevertheless he 
has not been wholly overlooked by 
subsequent statesmen. Webster said 
of him: "For strength of wisdom, for 
sagacity, wisdom and . sound good 
sense In the conduct of affairs, for 
moderation of temper, and general 
ability, It may he doubted If New Eng- 
land has yet produced his superior." 
What ho eald, as chief justice of the 
United States, to the grand jury at 
Savannah, In 1790, was the aim of his 
life: "So let ua rear an empire sacred 
to the rights of men; and commend a 
government or reason to the nations of 
the earth."

Moltkev Otherwise* they would have 
been very anxious. But he had all 
that power of the German emperor be- 
hind the'ordeT and it was Von MoltkeV

• There Is n prevailing but erroneous Im- 
pression that the operations of these mo- 
nopolies restrict themselves largely to 
the Iron, steel and oil industries. Thoro 

*ls -hardly. an article of trade," whether It 
be a necessity or a luxury, which Is not 
contained In the output of some one of 
our trusts. 

Among the more important pursuits .of 
these different combinations Is the manu- 
facturing of articles of food, In which 
branch alone there are twenty-three corn- 
There are -twenty 
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nine liquor, and beverage trusts, nine 
tile combinations, eighteen lumber, and 
six leather combines, and nineteen com- 
panies engaged In the manufacture-" of 
chemicals and their accessories. There 
■re seventeen trusts manufacturing clay, 
glass, stone, cement and brick, five tobac- 
co comblniitioriB, and' six companies mak- 
ing vehicles for transportation purposes. 
The money; Invested In these enter- 
prises. Is, of course, enormous, and tbo 
working and general management aro 
conducted on a mammoth scale., Notwith- 
standing these facta tho trust does not 
hold us great prestige in -the life ot com- 
merce as Is generally supposed, ' .The 
aggregate yield of the :mnn\\fa enures of 
these, combinations Is but litle more than 
omytenth;o£-'thQ total Industrial output 
of the Untted States.

The former Secretary, *Mn- Long, was 
the. first to congratulate Secretary 
rftloody," Tbo ceremony was followed by 
a* reception to all of the bureau chiefs 
and Assistants in the Navy Department, 
who' came to meet the new Secretary. 
Few new things In the method of con- 
ducting affairs aro looked for under Mr, 
Moody's administration. 

Probably the most notable legislation 
enacted during Mr. Long's administration 
was the so-called naval personnel act 
passed by Congress In March, 1800. For

the ling of the prophet Is. raised in a 
Jehad or holy war. 

Battle Is Hand ta Hand, - 

; The baltle was a hnnd-to-hand one, 
The fort was defended by fully 300 men, 
and was surrounded by four trenches. 
The attack began soon after daybreak. 
The American force, consisting, of dTO 
men, with four mountain guns, hail slept 
all nlgbt in"a pouring rain, without blan- 
kets, and were drenched to the skin long 
before the fight -began. The mountain 
guns fired 120-roundH at n range of 1,400 
■yards, but tiio Moro fortifications with- 
stood tbo. bombardment, rind Col. Bald- 
win' ordered -the' infantry men to take the 
fort by storm. 

The Americans were compelled to work 
their way forward through entanglements 
of .'grasses' and took the successive 
trenches after hnud-fo-band encouutcrs. 
The' Moron fought furiously, After ex- 
hausting their ammunition they resorted 
to k'rlsscs, barangs hnd knmpilans. Sev- 
eral wounded Moras who were bidden In 
the high grass attacked tbo members of 
the hospital corps, who were seeking the 
wounded to succor them, 

Brig. Gen. Dnvls, In bis report to Maj. 
Gen, Chaffee, characterizes the engage- 
ment as one ot the moat gallant per- 
formances of American arms In tlie Phil- 
ippines. -He says he has never Been nor 
beard of anything exceeding the grit of 
the American troops, who fought their 
way over one troochnfter another. When 
the engagement was ended the. trenches 
were filled -with Moro_ dtad. 

When the Moras had lost their leaders 
the survivors raised tho white 'flog nnd 
eighty-four of them'marabed out of the 
fort and surrendered.

Potter Palmer, known .throughout the 
civilized '.world as one ; of the. coterie of 
millionaires instrumental in the financial 
developm.ont of Chicago, died unexpected- 
ly" of oedema; of the lungs. Sunday, after- 
noon at his residence an". Lake Shore 
drive. " Surrounded by the .members of 
his family, he .passed quietly from life 
without apparent pain, and unconscious 
of the approach of death. He was horn 
iu 1820, and had lived In Chicago for 
more than half a century. 

Up to 8 o'clock In the afternoon no 
member of the family bad the slightest 
Intimation that Mr; Palmer was In dnn- 
ger, although he had/been 111 for three 
weeks. A week previous his physician 
told him he might leave bis bed if he 
wished, but Mr. Palmer determined to

remoln In bod as a rest cure for the weak- 
ness which he felt. He had no premoni- 
tion otdunger, however, and up to the 
time that he. lost consciousness he talk- 
ed with the members of the family with- 
out .reference" ' to any apprehensions of 
death. 

Mr. rnlmcr died In 'his own room on" 
tho second floor of his magnificent resi- 
dence, -At his bedside were Mrs. Palmer, 
bis two sous, Honore nnd Potter "Palmer, 
Jr., B, Li. Honore, Adrian Hon ore and 
Lockwood Honore, brothers of Mrs. 
Palmer, and Mrs. B. L. Honore. Mri 
Palmer never rallied after -he lost con- 
sciousness. 

Mr. Palmer's Illness was of cons id am- 
ble duration. He had gone to Switzer- 
land In search of health and returned last 
fall apparently restored. Stomach trou- 
ble, which had taken him abroad, was 
relieved, and It ts said . that he looked 
bettor than ho bad for years. But this 
was only temporary, and ever Blnco he 
took a flight cold last Christmas he had 
been ailing. It was only n mild attack 
of the grip and dyspepsia, producing 
some weakness, that troubled him, but 
he found It hard to^hakc. them off. 

Mr, Palmer sank so gradually that the 
kindly were not told of the death that 
the doctors deemed almost Inevitable un- 
til a short time before he breathed. bis 
last. Two hours and a half after, he sank 
into unconsciousness he died, the passage 
from life to death being almost imper- 
ceptible. Mrs. Palmer and her sons were 
prostrated wltb'grief. 

Mr,- Palmer was undoubtedly one of 
the wealthiest men of. the West. The 
Palmer house was probably bis largest

death he placed a valuation of over ?5,- 
000,000 on that property. The residence 
oil the Lake Shore drive alone Is worth 
as- much as the entire fortune of Home 
Chicago millionaires, the value- of the 
structure, Its furnishings nud art treas- 
ures being estimated at $2,000,000. Iu 
addition he owued much valuable Improv- 
ed real estate Iu the downtown district 
nnd ou the North Side. lie was interest- 
ed in several Chicago banks and a num- 
ber of business enterprises.

Rain Is Yet .Bad l jr Needed In Some 
Sect Iona^-Wl 'iter' Wheat Shows Im- 
provement in ^Illinois mid Missouri — 

. Southern Corn in Good Condition. 



■ The weekly crop -report Issued by, the 
weather bureau. says much- needed and 
abundant rain fell over a large part of 
the Missouri, upper Mississippi and low- 
er Ohio valleys, but drought conditions 
have prevailed In the upper Ohio yalley, 
middle Atlantic States and over tho 
southeastern Rocky' Mountain slope. 
Rain 4s. now very generally needed over 
the greater part of the Southern States, 
more particularly in the eastern and 
western district, good showers having 
fallen over a portion of the central gulf 
States, Considerable corn has- been 
planted in Illinois, some in southern 
parts of Ohio nnd Iowa, and planting is 
well advanced iu Missouri, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky a ud Virginia. In the Southern 
States corn. has made good growth und 
Isln various Btngcs of cultivation, some" 
being ready to be laid by In Texaj nnd 
Louisiana. 

Winter wheat lias Improved iu Illinois 
and portions of Missouri nnd Is slightly 
Improved In Ohio and the middle Atlan- 
tic States. Tho crop Is reported to have 
suffered no Injury as. a result ot marked 
temperature extremes In this and the pre- 
ceding week in Kansas aud Nebraska, 
where some sections are In need of mois- 
ture- Winter wheat Is also" la need of 
rain in the central and upper Ohio val- 
leys, no Improvement being reported from 
Indiana, where a considerable- acreage 
iu the central part of. the State Is being 
plowed up. On the Pacific coast winter 
wheat has made favorable progress, a 
heavy crop being promised iu California 
north of Tebnehepl. 

Over the southern portion of the spring 
wheot region the seeding of spring wheat 
la nearly completed and the .early sown 
Is coming Up, but is making slow growth. 

Oats have made favorable growth Iu 
(he Southern States and arc generally 
Improved In Missouri and Illinois, Poor 
stands are reported from Nebraska aud 
germination has been unsatisfactory In 
Michigan and Pennsylvania. Seeding 
continues iu the northern section.. 

The cotton States have experienced a 
very favorable week and cotton planting 
bos, made rapid progress In all sections, 
being practically finished In Texas. Much 
of the early planted throughout the cot- 
ton belt is up to good stands and culti- 
vation is well advanced.' 

Tobacco plants continue small,. but are 
generally plentiful, except lu Maryland. 
Trpji?plnnt!ng Is about half finished lu 
South Carolina aud is In- progress in 
North Carolina. 

The fruit outlook continues promising, 
except for peaches In portions of the cen- 
tral valleys. ' 

Grasrs continues backward, but consid- 
erable' improvement Is reported from por- 
tions of the central valleys.

While of unpaid and 
short-paid letters we send 1,3CU,752, the 
foreigners afflict us with 2,105,552, on 
which we arc obliged to pay postage. 
While we send abroad 40,157 postal cards 
with paid reply they send us only 27,713, 
We write more single cards than they do, 
booking them nearly three-quarters of a 
million la a total of 7,300,000. In short 
postage they Impose on ds annually to tlie 
sum of about $300,000. .for sending uiid 
receiving this mall our. government pays 
52,250,000 a year.

The postal receipts for March, as com- 
pared with March ot last year, for- tho 
fifty largest postofDces in the country, 
show a net Increase of 10 per cent The 
total receipts ot the fifty offices were 
$5,207,000. The largest Increase was H7 
per cent, at Denver, with Dayton, Ohio, 
second, with 30 per cent. Five offices 
reported decreases la receipts, viz.: In-
